The change of base as to business location of this well- 
known firm, from the familiar Hardware haunts of Cham¬ 
bers Street to a location four blocks further uptown, in 
Leonard Street, is an event worthy of a passing historical 
notice. 

In 1853, when George Henry Sargent came from Mas¬ 
sachusetts. his native State, to New York City and joined 
his brother Joseph B. in the Hardware business, they oc¬ 
cupied very humble and limited quarters in the third loft 
of No. 24 Cliff Street. From there they removed, in 1854, 
to No. 85 Beekman 
Street, where, in 
1856, Thos. J. At¬ 
kins and William J. 

Ladd, and, in i860, 

George Munson, 
joined them as as¬ 
sistants. From No 
85 Beekman Street 
they removed, in 
1863, to No. 70 Beek¬ 
man Street, where 
they remained until 
1875, when they re¬ 
moved to No. 37 
Chambers Street, 
extending in 1879 to 
No. 35, and in 1890 
included No. 33 

These three stores 
they now vacate to 
take possession of 
their new and more 
capacious premises 
in Leonard Street. 

In the “ Encyclo¬ 
pedia of Biographies 
of the Successful 
Business Men of 
America" (1895), the 
editor, in describing 
the progress and 
growth of Hardware 
manufacturing in 
this country, says: 

“ But little Hard¬ 
ware was made in 
this country in the 
early fifties, but now 
the reverse is true, 
and this assertion 
can have no illustra¬ 
tion more marked and convincing than the fact that the orig¬ 
inal shop of the Sargents, in New Britain, at that time was 
but a * Wart on Olympus’ compared with the present ex¬ 
tensive works in New Haven, established in 1863, under the 
control and management of J. B. Sargent, which, enlarged 
and extended from time to time, now stand as a monumental 
instance of the progress and growth of American manufac¬ 
tures during the past half century." 

The business of Sargent & Co , New York City, is largely 
confined to the sale of the ever-increasing variety of Hard¬ 
ware made at the different factories with which they are 
connected, yet they are distributors of such articles pro¬ 


duced by other manufacturers, as are requisite for a com¬ 
plete assortment in any line of their own production. 

For many years George H Sargent, with his brothers, 
Joseph B and Edward, was engaged in the manufacture of 
“ Hand Cards," used for carding cotton and wool by hand, 
at their factory in Leicester. Mass., a town noted for more 
than a century as of the original continuance of the card¬ 
making industry. This business was inherited from their 
father. Col. Joseph Denny Sargent, whose name, as a care¬ 
ful and painstaking manufacturer, was widely known and 

highly honored by 
all dealers in those 
articles of domestic 
economy. His grand 
son and namesake, 
a son of Joseph B. 
Sargent, of New 
Haven, is associated 
with his brothers, 
Henry B., Edward, 
Lewis and Russell 
in the management 
of the New Haven 
factories. 

Messrs. Atkins, 
Munson and Ladd, 
to whose fidelity, 
diligence and saga¬ 
city is due much of 
the success and pros¬ 
perity of Sargent & 
Co., are still promi¬ 
nent in the manage¬ 
ment in their vari¬ 
ous departments, of 
the affairs of the 
company. 

It is a rare occur¬ 
rence that four (in¬ 
cluding Mr. Sargent) 
persons continue to¬ 
gether in business 
for a period averag¬ 
ing more than forty 
years. 

Mr. Sargent, in a 
personal and busi¬ 
ness way, stands 
very high in the re¬ 
spect and good will 
of the Hardware 
trade of the coun¬ 
try. He is an active member of the Hardware Club of 
New York, having been elected a member of its board 
of governors on the death of the late first president, 
William H. Williams, and at the recent annual meeting of 
1898, vras unanimously elected vice-president of the club. 
In all questions which affect the good of the club, he shows 
those high qualities of business administration and good 
judgment, that have been so conspicuous a portion of his 
business career.
